THE SEDGWICK SCANDAL, 


CONSUL-GENERAL PORCH DEMANDS THE 
SPECIAL ENVOY’S IMMEDIATE RECALL. 


American Residents of the City of Mexico 
Hold an Indignation Meeting and Adopt 
Resolutions of One of Mr. 
Sedgwick’s Companions—What the Special 
Envoy Has to Say—A Mexican N ewspaper’s 
Account of the Affair—The Karified Air of 
the Mexican Capital.

NEW York, August 31.—The following spe- 
celal dispatch regarding Special Envoy Sedg- 
wick’s alleged escapade in the Mexican en pi- 
tal is published this morning in the New York 
WORLD: 

CIrY OF Mexico, August 30.—Consul-Gener- 
al Porch, in an official capacity, sent the fol- 
lowing telezram to-day: 

‘*T. F. Bayard, Secretary of State, Washington: 

‘*Our -pecial Envoy bas disgraced bimeelf. 
Demand his immediate recall. We fee! humil- 
iaLed and bowed down with shame. Further 
particulars, if desired, will be furnished; 
suflice it to say that he was found dead drunk 
ina house of prostitution and is now the 
lang hinz-stock of the Mexicans. 

[Signed] ‘**Ppoucn, Consul.’’ 

At6 o'clock a meeting of the American col- 
ony assembiecd at the parlor of the Hotel Itur- 
bide, toindorse the aforesaid telegram and 


Arthur Sedgwick. 


adopt resolutions. The telegram was in- 
dorsed and a committee appointed to wait on 
Mr. Sedgwick. They went up-stairs, but 
could not find him. A committee was ap- 
pointed to adopt resolutions and reported im- 
mediately in strong terms, stating that Sedg- 
wick had disgraced the United States, and de- 
manding his immediate recall. The debate was 
spirited and in a spirit of fair play, the reso- 
lutions were laid over to give Sedgwick 
another chance. It is ascertained that there 
Was present a gentleman who had accom- 
panied Sedgewick on the eventful Friday, and 
the meeting at once resoived itself into a 


court. Consul Porch interrogated this gen- 
tlewan and he at last admitted that he 
accompanied Sedgwick to a  disrepu- 
table house, bat that Sedgwick 
did not disgrace himself. They 
did not walk in the streets, but 


ali wentin aclosed hack. This gentleman is 
an American. The meeting adjourned until 


to-morrow at530p. m. Toward the close of 
the meeting strong efforts were made to get 
a verdict in favor of Sedgwick and great ex- 
citement prevailed. There were present about 
one hundred persons, representing all classes 
of Americans, both resident and transient. 

P THE EPISODE. 

The Mexican Jockey Ciub gave a ball Fri- 
day nightto which Mr. Sedgwick was invited. 
He arrived abott 10 o'clock and soon bezan to 
play billiards. At 1 o’ciock ali sat down to 
supper. Sedgwick did not dance, but with 
some others remained at the tabie. At 5 in 
the morning he, in company with seven 
others, all well-known Mexican society men, 
jeft the club-room and went to the lturbide 
Hotei, Sedgwick’s residence, which is directly 
in frontofthe clab. All were very bilarious. 
Seduwick did not go to his room, but, with 
the others,went into the second patio, a yard, 
and began to dagce. Sedgwick and one other 
fellidown. Some of them took a common 
streetcab, and among these was Sedgwick. 
The cab went to a yvuy partoftown. There are 
many rumors oi what occurred, but it is al- 
leved that Sedgwick failed to appear at an 
appointment he had with Gen. Diaz at ll 
o'clock on Saturday morning. Gen. Diaz 
waited until 12 o'clock. 

‘MR. SEDGWICK INTERVIEWED. 

Mr. Sedgwick, when interviewed in his room 
to-day, said he bad beard rumors that it was 
reported that he had been insulted by Mezxi- 
cans at and afterthe bail of the Jockey Club. 
He also understood that telegrams had been 
sentfrom here to the United States on the 
same question; that he had received to-day 
telegrums from friends in New York asking 
him to deny statements published there, but 
as be does not know whet is published, he 
has asked for more information before say- 
ing anything on the subject. He said be 
had seen nothing in print in Mexico 
anc was unaware that anything had tran- 
apirea in which the public could beinterested. 
He said he took this yin eet f to deny that 
he was insulted or maltreated by Mexicans, 
but, on the contrary, that he had a delightiul 
time at tbe ball and remained there untila 
late hour. When asked about the reports of 
his intoxication and that he failed to keep 2n 
appointment he had with President Diaz, he 
answered that he did not come there ac- 
credited to Diaz and wanted to know where 
Diaz waited for him until 12 o’clock. This 
was all he would say on the subject. He 
added that if any erson could be 
found who attended the ball and saw bim in 
the condition he was said to bave been in and 
would charge him with it, he wouid deny 
it. He said he came here to investigate the 
Cutting affairund was very busy attending to 
it. and he believed that people were trying to 
make a secoud Cutting case outof him. When 
asked if he wished to state more to the New 
York WORLD on this subject, he answered that,

so in order to let Carroll escapes. As svon as! 
retained the use of my arms I immediately 
pulied the bell rope, andthe train slackened 
up, The whole occurrence had not occupied 
two minutes’ time, and the train was just at 
the bridge junction. Not waiting for the train to 
stop, 1 jumped off and Carroll's rescuers 
who still remained onthe train madeno at- 
tempttostop me. I ran back as fast as I 
could to the place where Carroll bad jumped 
off, thinking that he had hurt bhim- 
seit too badly to make his 
escape, but when ! arrived at thespot where I 
expected he would be iying he had disap- 
peared. Whetherthe men who rescued him 
from me remained in the train after I had 
jumped Iam unable to state.’’ 

There being nothing for Kichey to do after 
notifying the police of Carroil’s escape last 
night, be engaged a rooro at the Martell House 
and went to bed. Hetook the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy train this morning 
for Galesburg. Sefore his departure Ritchey 
was asked toywive a description of the men 
who had rescued his prisoner, but couid 
not ago 60, stating that he was 40 
excited that he took no notice 
of them bevond observing tuat they yore linen 
dusters.

BULGARIA AND THE EAST, 

Public interest in the Bulgarian situation 
continues unabated, and there is no 
prospect of an immediate settlement. 
Russia not only failed in her purpose in 
effecting the deposition of ALEXANDER by 
a conspiracy, but, according to the latest 
news, she has lost ground by the affair, 
and her influence inthe Balkans is wan- 
ing so rapidly that it cannot easily be re- 
established except by armed occupation, 
and the presence of Russian troops may 
precipitate the long expected convulsion 
that casts its shadow over Eastern Eu- 
rope.

KICKERS AND KICKING. 


Henry Chadwick Makes a Few Sugges- 
tions as to Remedies. 


I had quite an interesting confab on Wednes- 
day last with Umpire Bradley and Manager 
Bob Ferguson at Washington Park, just 
before the game between the Brook- 


jyrns and Metropolitans of that day. 
The topic was the ‘‘kicking’’ of players 
against umpires, and from that we merged 
into club management. I asked Bradley why 
it was he and other American Association um- 
pires alowed so many players of the Ameri- 
can club nines to dispute their decisions with 
soch impunity as they did, and his reply was 
to the effect that fining them would not stop 
their kicking. He quoted Comiskey of the St. 
louis team as an example. ‘‘Comiskey toid 
’ Bradley said, ‘‘that I might go on and 
fne him just as much as I dumned please, but 
thatthe fines would not be paid.’’ Bradley 
other remarked that when umpires fined 
players the ciub to which the punished 
player beionzed would not back up the 
umpire in inflicting the penalty, but went 
azainst him by efforts to remove him from his 
position, and to save themseives umpires had 
to stop fining players, except in very aggra- 
ted cases. This being the existing condition of 
things it 18 not to be wondered at that there is 
so much kicking against decisions of umpires 
as there is. 

There can be no putting a stop to the abuse 
of ‘‘kicking’’ untiltne club otficiale support 
the umpire in carrying out the ruies he is re- 
quired to be governed by. These rules ex- 
plicitly state that he must protect himself 
trom having bis decisions disputed by players 
b inflicting fines on them for their 
Violetion of the rule by **kick- 
and yet club officials—managers, di- 
rectors, presidents, etc.—by countenancing 
the offending players as they do, force the um- 
pires to disregard the very rules made to pro- 
tecttLem from this ’abuse. Is it not timely 
for President Wykoff to issueLa circular re- 

umpires to strictly eniorce every rule 
uing their position, and also to notiiy 
obs that the protection due to umpires under 
the rules must be given them? 

In talking to Ferguson aione afterwards on 
the same subject he said that the fear of losing 
their positions bad a great deai todo with the 
failure of umpires to punish kicking players, 
as the uinpires’ rules reguirethem to do so. 
‘“‘Why. Mr. Chadwick,’’ remarked Ferguson, 
‘‘] never had any difficulty of that kind when 
lwas umpiring. Every p:ayer knew that if he 
proceeded tojany extremityin bis kicking— 
ididn’tmind their occasional growling—he 
knew very welltbathe would get the fine put 
on him and he just stopped Defore Le went 
too. _:—s far. They knew  darped  weil,’’ 
staid bob, ‘‘that they conid do no mon- 
keying with me.’’

The new candidate can 
scarcely warm up before the horses will be 
called to the post. 

At the political lookouts this morning a 
general good feeling prevailed among the 
workers. Many of the active friends of Judge 
Overall calied on Congressman Glover this 
morning and ofiered him their hearty sup- 
port. At the Giover camp the fires are still 
burning, and before each stand vigilant senti- 
nels armed against all surprises. There seems 
to be little probability that there will be any 


further disunion in the district. 


The Republican side of the house is awaiting 
results with deep interest. Mr. N. O. Nelson 
seems to be the prime favorite notwithstand- 
ing his protestations that he will notrun. At 
a conference between E. 8. Rowse,P. C. Buik- 
ley, U. M. Pollard, George D. Reynoide and J. 
B. McCullagh, heid for the purpose of 
canvassing the situation and ascertaining the 
intentions of,the last-named gentieman, Mr. 
Nelson's name was very tavorably regarded. 
He is very popular with the iaboring classes

OVERALL WITHDRAWS, 

When the friends of Judge John H. Overall 
met at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon at the 
Southern Hotelto caucus in Disinterest they 
were treated to a large-sized surprise. R. H. 
Kern, who took a side track in favor of Judge 
OVerall, Col. Grif. Prather, Ed Butier, Frank 
tyan and ©.C. Maffitt had collected the friends 
oi Judge Overall to perfect organization and 
to arrange to give him the Democratic nom- 
ination for Congress in the Ninth District. 
Mr. Kern presided. A few moments 
aiter the meeting was called to order 
Judge Overall appeared and claimed 
the attention of his assembied friends 
fora few moments during which he said: 
‘*Gentiemen, when Lentered upon this can- 
didacy, Il did it earnestly and in good faith, 
and intended to make a thorough and vigor- 
ous canyass of the district. 1 have done so, 
and ifeelthat] must now come before you 
and withdraw from the canvass. i know that 
in doing this I will be subjected to severe crit- 
icism. I know that I will make enmities by it; 
that my motives will be misunde:stood and 
that it will bar me trom all hopes of future po- 
litical preterment. Buotthere is nothing else 
formetodo. My reasons are partiy partner- 
ship reasons, and partly foancial, and they 
are weighty. lam ready to answer any ques- 
tion that you may see fit to put to me.’’

FULL OF BULLETS. 


A Tough Texan Who Is a Perambulating 
Lead Mine. 
From the Chicago Herald. 


**I see that Graham, the man who went 
through the rapids at ‘iagarain a barrel, 
is going to show himself in a dime mu- 
seum the present week,’’ said a South- 
erner at the Tremont House last night as 
he crossed his feet and leaned back im one 
of the bi offive chairs. ‘‘Why, do you 
know e continued, ‘‘there is a curi- 
osity down South that beats all these bar- 
relmen and armless acrobats and fire- | 
eaters? He is a little old man now, but if 
these Inuseum managers were to take him | 
up here, they would make a mint of 
money. Hisnameis Harrison H. Oliver 
of Bolton, Beil County, Tex., and he it 
the most remarkable repository of cold 
lead in this country to-day. It may seem 
strange to you, young man, when I tell 
~ that he has received no Jess than one 
iundred and one wounds,and sixty of the 
bullets, ranging in size from a buck- 
shot to an ounce bull, still remain 
in his body. He was fifteen 
years old when he _ received his 
first wound. At that time he was 
living on the plantation of his mother, 
hear Coushatta, in Red River parish, 
Louisiana. He was out hunting with a 
half-brother or cousin, I forget which, 
but at any rate they became separated. 
While Oliver was moving through the 
bushes his brother thought him a deer and 
fired both barrels of his shotgun at him. 
Thirty-seven shot lodged in his body, and 
the boy lay for months at the point of 
death. Only thirteen of the missiles were 
removed. When the war brake out young 
Oliver joined the Confederate army in 
September, i861, being a member of 
Company C, Eighteenth Louisiana Vol- 
unteers. The first engagement in which 
he regiment was actively engaged 
was at Pittsburg Landing, where it en- 
countered a leaden storm from the decks 
of the gunboats Lexington and E. 0. Ty- 
ler. The fight lasted four hours. Oliver 
received a severe wound in the left shoul- 
der from & piece of aconical shell. Before 
the terrible cut bad had time to heal, 
Oliver went with his regiment in the bat- 
tie of Shiloh. It was during this engare- 
ment that he received what were supposed 
to be mortal wounds. When the gallant

years. He is buta young man yet, baving just 
turned his 88th year. An iron-worker by trade, 
he is employed in the Niedringhaus Rolling 
Mills, in the galvanizing department, corner 
Destrehan and Main streets. His residence is 
at 910 Buchanan street. Toa reporter he said: 
‘*‘Some four or five years ago I took a 
severe cold, which developed into catarrh. - I 
suffered with catarrhal affection of the nose 
and throat at first, but later the discase 
seemed to bave taken gradually a 


strong hold on my whole system. I grew 
weak and nervous. Il was never free 
from a tired —— which I began 
tothink I could never be freed from. 1 was 


/constantly raising phiegm trom my throat, 


there was a dull heavy feeling over my eyes, I 
had apain in the back part of my head and 
in my limbs. In fact I had grown so bad 


transport and takeu to Louisville, where jj had about given up trying to work, 


he remained in # hospital for more than a 
year. When hereached his regiment he 
was greatly emaciated. He had partially 


slightly lame from the bullets in his legs. 
For several months Oliver was kept at 
cicerical work (he having learned to write 
with his left hand); but in March, 
I\64, he went into the battle of Mans- 
ficid, on the upper Red River. Here 
his bad luck again befel him, and he was 
wounded in five different places. A minie 


ball imbedded itselfin his skull, another | 


perforated his right cheek, the third tore 
agreat hole through the fleshy part of 
his neck, and two lodged in his left 
shoulder. Four of these balls are still in 
his body. This finished Oliver for the 
war, and he was sent home a confirmed 
cripple. In 1865 the bullet that was buried 
in his skull so overhung the brain as to 
cause constant pain, and it was removed. 

‘*It would seem thatthis chapter of san- 
guinary accidents should have had an 
ending here, but it didnot. One day in 
the summer of 1873 he was standing on a 
street corner in Bolton. A dentist in the 
upper window of a building near by mis- 
took him for an enemy for whom he was 
on the look-out and fired at him with a 
double-barreled shotgun loaded with 
buck shot. Fifty-one shot tore 
their way into his back. Of 
these twenty-four were subsequenty ex- 
tracted, but twenty-seven remain. Oliver 
was confined to his bed for two years, his 
life during that time hanging by a thread. 
A remarkable vitality served him in this 
instance, as ithad in many others. Both 
his liver and his kidneys were perforated. 
These wounds have done more to impair 
his general health than ali the others com- 
bined. 

‘*T saw Oliver the other day on his farm 
in Bolton. He told me the only agony he 
ever feit was in the region of his heart, 
where, he feels sure, a builet is lodged in 
the sac inclosing that vitalorgan. Two 
years ago Oliver whittled a duck shot out 
of his right side, and abouta year agoa 


fragment of a ball that had split in pass- 


ing throvgh his right cheek bone dropped 
through the roof of his mouth and was 
swallowed while hewasasleep. Three fin- 
gersand the palm of his right hand have 
been amputated, and the entire bone be- 
tween the elbow and the shoulder of the 
right arm has been taken out, and that 
member is now of little use to its owner, 
except to fill the coat sleeve. 

‘‘When Oliver went hunting with his 
brother or cousin he weighed 1% pounds. 
Estimating the weight of tead in his body 
to be two pounds, his avoirdupois is just 
the same as it was the day he caught the 
thirty-seven bullets in the woods. 

‘‘It’s strange they don’t get that old 
fellow and put him on exhibition.”

MADE VERY PLAIN. 


Truths in Every-Day English, Usually Told in 
Technical Tongue. 


When catarrh has existed in the head andthe 
upper part of the throat for any length of time 
—the patient living ina district where peopie 
are subject to catarrbal affection—and the dis- 
ease hasbeen left uncured, the catarrh in- 
variably, sometimes siowly, sometimes more 
rapidly, extends down the windpipe and into 
the bronchial tubes, which tubes convey the 


| air to the different parts of the lungs. The 
tubes become obstructed from the swelling 
and the mucus arising from catarrh, and in 
guch instances become plugged up so that the 
air can not get in as freely ag it should, 
Khortness of breath follows, and the patient 
/ breathes withlabor and difficulty. In other 
(cases asound of crackling and wheezing in- 
wsidethe chest is due to the bursting of air 
‘bubbles inthe mucusin the bronchial tubes. 
Atthis stage of the disease the breathing is 
‘usually more rapid than when in health. he 
patient at this stage may have hot flashes over 
/his beady. The pain which accompanies this 
‘condition is of adull character, felt inthe 
| chest, back of the breast-bone or under the 
| shoulder-biade. The pain may come and go— 
last a few days and then be absent for several 
others. The cough that occurs in the first 
stages of bronchial catarrh isdry, comes on 
at intervals, ie backing in character and usuat- 
ly the most troublesome inthe morning on 
‘arising or on going to bed at night, and it nay 
be the first evidence of the disease extending 
into the lungs. At first there may 
be nothing broughtup with the cough, then 
there is a littie tough, tenacious mucus, which 
tie patient finds great difficulty in bringing 
up. Sometimes there are fite of ccughing in- 
duced by the tough mucus e#o violent as to 
cause vomiting. Later on the mucus that is 
raised is found to contain ainali particies of 
yellow matter, which indicate that the smail 
tubes in the langs are now affected. With 
this there are often streaks of biood mixed 
with themucus. Insome cases the patient 
becomes very pale. In some cases small 
masses of a cheesy substance are spit up, 
which when preszed between the fingers emit 
a bad odor. In other cases particles of ahard, 
chalky nature are spitup, showing that some 
old troubie has existed prior to this condition. 
Tie raising of cheesy or chaiky lumps in- 
dicates serious mischief at work in the iungs. 
In some cases catarrh will extend into tne 
lungs inafew weeks In other cases it may 
be rnonths and even years before the disease 
attacks the lungs. Whenthe disease has de- 
veloped to this pointthe patient is said to 
have catarrhal consumption.

THE POWDER MAGAZINE EXPLOSION. 


John Guhl and Wife Beyond Recovery—The 
Other Victims. 


CHICAGO, August 31.—John Guhi and his 
wife,who were so terribly injured by the dyna- 
mite and powder explosion, are now at No. 135 
Cornelia street, where they were removed 
after the accident. Mr, Guhl’s injuries are 
very severe. His left leg, collar bone, and 
three ribs are broken, and itis also thought 
that one of the fractured bones has penetrated 
thelung. His entire body is covered with 


bruises and cuts made by broken pieces of 
boards and glass. During the day he seemed 
to rest easily, and his triends became more 
encouraged as to his ultimate recovery. He is 
lying on a cot on one side of the room, 
while on a mattress, which is placed on the 
floor, only ashort distance away is his wife. 
Her case is said to be hopeless and her death 
is hourly expected. Eversince the explosion 
she bas been uuconscious,,aithough every- 
thing has been done to revive her. Itis 
thought that none of her bones are broken, 
although the collar bone is dislocated. At 
first it seemed as if her entire rizht side was 


aralyzed, but nowthe physician expresses 
10pe that such igs not the case. 
The most alarining aspect of - her 
case is concussion of the brain, 


her sknll having been nearly fractured by be- 
ing crushed under the heavy timber of the 
house which fell on her. Mrs. Devine cannot 
recover. Dr. Mills reports that he has had 
twenty-three people under his care, counting 
the ones who died and were first handled by 
him. The greater part of them were only 
slightly injured, but two—Mrs. Laughfrey, at 
Joseph and Pierson streets, and Miss Grady, 
Fifth street and Archer avenue—are suffering 
from the severe shock, as both of them were 
sick atthe time.

McCaull’s New Venture a Grand Success— 
Story of the Opera—Eugene Oudin Scores 
a Big Hit—Miss Louise Parker’s Debut 
—A Brave Actress—Miss Ellen Terry and 
the Picaninny—Local Amusement Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCnH. 

New YORK, August ,31.—*‘Josephine’’ is a 
go, and no mistake. A packed house was the 
matter-of-course welcome awarded McCaull’s 
new opera. Every seat was filled. Fortun- 
ately the gentle winds gave the audience & 
needed rest from the mugwumpy torridities 
of the day, but many people in the house 


recalied the story in the Bible 
about the mummy whose fan was 
in his hand. Hundreds of would- 


be participants were turned away, anda house 
twice the size would not have held ail who 
tried to get seats after ‘‘standing-room only”’ 
was put out. The odd title of McCaull’s new 
venture very likely attracted many to the 
theater. Some expected a reprehensibie bur- 
lesque of the Hebraic story in which Mrs. 
Potiphar bore an unuseemly and, possibly, 


an unlikely-to-have-happened part. Some 
prefigured the ancient patriarch 
bearded like a pard, the Pharaohan 


dreams in re kine, fat and lean, with locusts, 
frogs, etc., addenda. But all were doomed to 
disappointment, pleasurable and absolute. 
‘‘Josephine, S. B. H. Q.,’’ is one of the most 
tuneful operas heard here in many a month. 
Its scenes are laid in picturesquedom, that 
scene carpenters, decorators and gas men 
have full swing. Italso has astory through 


which runsa vein of humor on which are 
strung pearls of melody and bunches of humor. 
The story of Josephine, solid by her sis- 
tera, was first told in the Nouveautes, 
Paris, and although popularly supposed to 
have reference toatransaction many years 
ago tn Egypt, whenthe somewhat celebrated 
Joseph and his parti-colored coat, with other 
equally usetul but not generally referred to 
garments, served asa hinge on which sundry 
ancient writers turneda moral and painted 
a tale, butin reality it must beastrained and 
active imagination who can find any relation- 
ship between 
JOSEPH AND JOSEPHINE. 

The story deals with the adventures ofa 
young mezzo-soprano, who is one of 
twelve sisters. She is studying at the Conser- 
vatoirein Paris, and is beloved by Montosol, 
a handsome baritone. She is, moreover, the 

articular pet of her mother, Mme. Jacob, 
janitress ofan apartment house. The old lady 
avishes upon her the treasures of her affec- 
tion and her pantry, andso excites the jeal- 
ousy of the other eleven daughters that they 
resoived to rid themselves of Josephine. So, 
when Alfred Pasha arrives from Egvpt, fallsin 
love with Josephine, and proposes to carry 


her off under guise of giving 
her an engagement in the Cairo 
Opera Company, Benjaminie, the most 


mischievous of the sisters,instantly seizes the 
opportunity and induces the other sisters to 
enter in the plot. In the second act,Josephine 
is in Ezypt and thither followed the fond 
mother, the sisters and the devoted baritone. 
Any quantity of amusing complications ensue 
andin the third act, when all have returned 
to Paris, the labyrinth is straightened out and 
all endsin happiness. The libretto is well 
written, and the adaptation by W. Von 
Sachs, Jr., is well done. There are many 
bright and witty lines in the dialogue, and 
still more in the lyrics, which = are 
bright throughout. The action moves with 
coherence, and celerity, though the latter 
quality will be more apparent after a few ad- 
ditional performances than it was last night. 
As forthe music of Mr. Roger, little can be said 
of itgthatis not pleasant. Itis not ambitious, 
and, therefore, can not be blamed for not 
reaching aremarkably high plane. 
THE SENTIMENTAL NUMBERS 

are full of life. Notable among the best num- 
bers are the finale of the first act, the solo of 
Alfred in the same act, the duets between 
Josephine and Montrosol, and the soloof Poti- 
phar Bey in the second act. There is an 
Operatic duet in the second act which 
introduces close and clever imitations of 
familiur opera. The musical and literary par- 
day of Mignon’s song, ‘*Connais Tu,’’ from 
Ainbroise Thomas’ work,is one of the most 
excellent things of its kind ever heard here. 
The performance, though suffering from the 
uncertainty’ inseparable from a first night, 
was good, andin some parts admirable. The 
hitoftheevening wus made by Mr. Eugene 
Ouden, an American baritone, whose singing 
bas for some time been familiar in the salons 
of London. Mr. Oudin has a rich, light bari- 
tone voice of a mellow and tender quality, 
finely suited to the needs of comic opera. 
His method is good, and he treats his music 
with the intelligence and taste of aman of 
culture in his art. His conception of the role 
was judicious and bis interpretation of it ex- 
ceedingly creditable, if at times a trifle over- 
Strained. Miss Louise Parker, Mr. McCaull’s 
new soprano, appeared as Josephine. She 
was excessively nervous, and isa novice in 
acting. She has a sweet and sympathetic 
voice and sang her music with discretion. 


Mme, Cottrelly as Benjamine was 
full of humor, and quite filled 
the stage with her delightful presence, 


while Mr. Hopper, as the Pasha, presented 
anotber of those delightfully funny character 
sketches, for which heis now famous. Miss 
Emily Soldene returned to the scene of her early 
triumphs as Mme, Jacob and was heartily ap- 
plauded, while Mr. Herndon Morsell as Poti- 
pher Bey acted and sang well. The chorus 
performed its duties well and the orchestra, 
under that admirabie leader Signor Novelis, 
was thoroughly eflicient. The mounting of 
the opera was good.

MURDER WILL OUT. 


The ‘‘Jennings Track’’ Mystery of Roches- 
ter, N. ¥., Cleared Up. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., August 31.—In October, 
1880, Chris Berman was murdered withan ax 
at his home on Jennings street, in this city.

For s 
years she has kept the secret, and now old and 
ready to die, she could not endure the 
thought of carrying it to her grave, and so 
told Mrs. Mattie Reader, a neighbor, last Sat- 
urday. Mrs. Reader toid the police and the 
arrests were made. The dying woman and 
Mrs. Berman were arrested in 1880, on charges 
of murder on suspicion, but no facts couid be 
proved against them, and they were dis- 
charged.
